Nor is this all; the Presi- 
dent has let it be known that those gallant 
airmen who were spared death are subjected 
to punishment on a par with that meted out 
to the worst type of criminal. To say that 
all this is in complete violation of covenants 
concerning the treatment of. prisoners-of-war, 
of course, is merely to evoke the sadistic 
smile of these brutal, inhuman. subjects of 
Emperor Hirohito—the willing assassins of 
Premier Tojo and his military oppressors. 


Perhaps it was just as well that Mr. 
Roosevelt gave this horribly-tevolting in- 
formation to the world within a short time 
of the narration of General Doolittle’s bril- 
liant and legitimate attack on war industries 
on the Japanese mainiand a year ago this 
week. It came at a time, too, when Ameri- 
ean public opinion was not a little disturbed 
by the seerningly-slow progress of the cam- 
paign in the Pacific—the difficulties of send- 
ing equipment to General MacArthur and 
Generalissimo Chiang Kaishek notwith- 
standing. But from now on it can be as- 
sumed that the revulsion of feeling which 
this diabolical exhibition of barbarism has 
stirred up in the minds of all decent folk the 
world over will be translated into action of 
a kind which even the inscrutable and primi- 
tive worshippers of the Son of Heaven even- 
tually will understand. 

This ghastly business, of course, will not 
surprise Mr. Joseph C. Drew, former United 
States Ambassador to Japan. In his “Re 
port From Tokyo” he warned his com- 
patriots what to expect, how they would 
have to fight to defeat the Nipponese mili- 
tary machine, its architects~and its opera- 
tives. But it is astonishing at this late date 
that so many supposedly intelligent and 
well-meaning people continue to allow them- 
Selves to be fooled by the outwardly-pleasing 
cultural veneer which. masks but thinly the 
brutal and inhuman substance beneath. 
‘They, like the “be-kind-to-Germany” advo- 
cates in the pre-Munich days, will probably 
undergo a change of view as they contem- 
plate this jatest demonstration of the kind 
of enemy the forces of freedom and justice 
are-up against in the Pacific aréa.

|British, American 
‘Policies Compared 


The first Governor-General’'s 
gold medal, highest award for 
arts graduates at U.B.C., almost 
became a Peterborough canoe. 

The man who tried to effect 
| the metamorphosis back in 1916, 
returned to B.C. Wednesday as 
Lennox Mills, PhD. M.A, 
B.A., professor of political sci- 
ence at the University of Minne- 
sota, temporarily lecturer to the 
Institute of International Rela- 
tions. 

Dr, Mills, a native of Vancou- 
ver, said when the prize list for 
arts graduates in 1916 was pub- 
lished he aimed ‘for second place, 
for which the award was $50 
cash. He came out on top, how- 
ever, and tried in vain to sell the 
gold medal for cash to buy a 
} Peterborough canoe 

“T’ve ‘still got the thing,” he 
said regretfully, referring to the 
medal. 

Dr. Mills made a brief visit to 
Victoria Wednesday and was in- 
terviewed at Empress Hotel. He 
spoke last night to the Victoria 
branch of the Institute of Inter 
national Relations on “Compari- 
sons between British policy in 
Malay and Ceylon and Ameri- 
can policy in the Philippines.” 

He gave it as his persona! opin- 
ion that the many refugees from 
Malaya now in Victoria will most 
likely find an opportunity to re- 
turn to the east after the war. 
Britain, he said, is almost cer- 
tain to take over Malaya, but the 
future of Hongkong is doubtful. 

Dr. Mills said U.S, and British 
colonial policies both reached the 
same ends, the difference being 
that the former took short cuts 
while Britain believed in a grad- 
ual process. 

In the Philippines, he said, 90 
per cent of the natives knew little 
of the processes of democracy 
and though they had local self- 
government, had no democracy. 

Self-government in India, he 
said, would mean establishing a 
dictatorship by the All-India Con- 
gress party under the thumb of 
one” man, “Gandhi, “whe had 
| achieved his eminence by re- 
} ligious domination. 

Besides. his B.A. from U.B.C., 
Dr. Mills received an M.A. from 
the University of Toronto and a 
D.Ph, at Harvard;\besides taking 
ipa fellowship at the University 
of California and winning .a 
Rhodes Scholarship at Oxford, He 
has-been at the University of 
Minnesota since 1927, and is the 
author of five books which have 
established his reputation as a 
leading student of British, Dutch, 
French and U.S. colonia] areas in 
Asia,

Dr. Rickard said civilization | 
was-the- result of organized ef-| 


fort for the purpose of promot- 


ing the enjoyment of human life | 


for a few, as in the past, or for 
the many, as in the present. He 
said that in order to build for the 
future there is no room for in- 
dividualism, nationalism and jso- 
lationism. 

“Co-operation and  interde- 
pendence are essential to a civil 
ized world,” he said. “No nation, 
controlled by an intelligent gov- 
ernment, can ignore the part it 
has to play in the comity of na: 
tions.” 

He said the Nazi doctrine ig 
nored all benevolerit ideas, and 
derided the basic concepts which 
make community life possible. 
He said cooperative effort, not 
individual ‘effort, had been the 
prime factor in the development 
of civilization. 

He urged removal of tariff 
walls by gradual extension of 
reciprocity treaties. 

“That is a good word, reci 
procity,” he said. “It bespeaks a 
policy of give and take, of 
friengily co-operation. Let us rid 


| ourselves of half-baked youthful 


ideas; let us face the realities as 
grown men: and women. The 
chief of these realities is the in- 
escapable interdependence of 
peoples of the earth.”
